a ventilating apparatus will keep the 
temperature of a dwelling house at 60 
degrees during the hottest summer day. 
It is expected to entirely dispense with 
the use of ice in breweries, packing- 
houses, cold-storage plants, refrigerator 
cars, grocery and butcher stores, and 
even in the home. The liquid is perfect- 
ly pure and harmless, and its fumes will 
carry no death-dealing germs. It gives 
fair promise of being the motor power of 
the future, and it is equally probable 
that it will enter competition with the 
high explosives. 


The Electric Forge. 


The electric forge is one of the recent 
inventions. This latest apparently con- 
tradictory result, making cold iron red 
hot by immersing it in cold water, has 
come about in the course of introducing 
electricity into every-day work at the 
forge. Incomprehensible to the ordin- 
ary onlooker, yet to the electrician it is 
perfectly simple. He makes the proper 
connections, plunges his iron into the 
water, directly the iron will begin to 
glow under the water, advances toa red 
and finally toa white heat. When the 
operator gets through hammering the 
iron, strange to say, he plunges it into 
the same water to cool off, thus rivaling 
the profoundest sleight-of-hand wizard. 

This curious double effect of the elec- 
trical forge is explained as follows: The 
tank is of wood or any other substance 
which will hold water and will not 
form an electrical conductor. One wire 
of the electric current passes to the hot- 
tom of the tank, where it is connected to 
a metal plate. Over this plate, water— 
preferably saturated with salt—fills the 
tank nearly to the top, and serves to 
conduct the current to whatever object 
is to be heated. No coal, no smoke, no 
bellows, none of the old time dust and 
dirt. 

Nothing could be better for this pur- 
pose, for the water naturally closes all 
about the iron to be shaped or welded on 
every side, The other end of the cur- 
rent-conducting wire is fastened to the 
tongs, or leads to a metal framework on 
the edge of the tank on which the tongs 
lie when itis heated. The moment the 
object to be heated is plunged into the 
water a current passes through the wa- 
ter to the jivon, and at the same moment 
some of the waters decomposed by elec- 
tric action. The nitrogen of the water 
becomes electrified and adheres to the 
object to be heated and forms a film of 
gas which separates the object complete- 
ly from the water, while at the same 
time the gas forms such an obstruction 


to the passaye of the electric current that 
the energy of the current is transformed 
into heat. When the iron is dipped in 
the water without the connection of the 
current, it cools in the usual way. 

Electric forges of various designs are 
coming into use in manufactories where 
strong currents are available,

At present 
colton yarns and cotton threads com- 
ing into India from abroad are exempt 
from duty, and that on other cotton 
goods is31-2per cent. Asmost of the 
cotton imports of India are from IEng- 
land, this arrangement of the duties 
was almost entirely to the advantage 
of Lancashire.

BEING,

Doubtless no traveler in Germany 
has failed to remark, as one of the 
characteristic features of the land, 
the peculiar position, or lack of posi- 
tion, that Teutonic womankind holds, 
says a letter from Munich. In get- 
ting into the country the first glimpse 
from a car window makes it easy to 
understand why the German speaks 
jokingly of “the weaker sex,” Deep in 
his heart he means himself. The wo- 
men work in the fields, not like the 
men, but like the beasts; they are the 
backbone of the nation’s economy. 
Then, in the first city, the thing is em- 
phasized. A traveller, after the pri- 
aml shock he gets from the aspect of 
the men’s trousers, which are built in 
Germany upon the pattern of a section 
of sheet-iron stovepipe, is most strong- 
ly impressed by the fact that the wo- 
men seemingly do all the work—or all 
the work that is hard enough to be 
called so. In a place like this, per- 
haps the most typical of German cities 
of the old style, one minute’s walk 
from the hotel shows that the hodcar- 
ries are all women, that the laborers 
on the street car lines are likewise wo- 
men, that a large proportion of the 
conveyances in the streets are small 
carts pulled by women in partnership 
with dogs, that most of the wood-chop-

It is not only in the lower walks of 
life that the proposition is to be re- 
marked—peasant or noble, the destiny 
of the German woman is work. Whe- 
ther it be manual labor, or merely the 
vexing details of practical housekeep- 
ing, few German women escape; if, on 
the one hand, the work is ill-adapted 
to woman’s strength and often injuri- 
ous to health, on the other it is none 
the less exacting and wearying. But 
it is, according to the German code, 
obligatory. Woman is not supposed 
to have an equal footing with man, 
and she herself would be the last to 
expect or demand it. For so is she 
trained—and has been for generations. 
Social usage even declares that she can- 
not speak to a man until he has spok- 
en. She may glance at him in the 
street, but she may not recognize him 
until he has signified his desire to be 
recognized. That is the first article 
of the social law, and it is followed by 
others as arbitrary or more so. Wo- 
man’s rights isasubject that hasbeen 
heard of mostly in whispers in Ger- 
many; but Germans, densely, perhaps, 
have heard it spoken of as if it were 
the name of a new variety of cucum- 
ber. The new woman, if she dared to 
appear, would doubtless be regarded by 
most of them with the same indiffer- 
ence as the fruit itself, 

If a traveller should go on a Sun- 
day afternoon to a concert at one of

ful German family life which is tra- 
ditional. The German—and particul- 
arly the South German—nearly al- 
ways takes his family with him to 
share his Sunday pleasures, even to the 
dog. When it comes to sharing the 
beer and sausage, however, it 1s inter- 
esting to note what the average Ger- 
man considers a share. He orders a 
liter of beer, and a plate of sausages. 
Each of the family gets one sip of the 
beer, and that ends it—not the beer, 


but the share. As for the sausages, 
muterfamilies declares thatshe has no 
hunger; and the children are sup- 
posed.to be in the same condition. They 
thereupon watch papa while he bolts 
his sausages and the dog gets the 
skins. ‘This is not always the proce- 
dure, but it is usually so What it 
exemplifies principally is the German 
idea The German man may be gen- 
erous enough, but the German wo- 
man is the most self-denying creature 
in the world, and really beleaving that 
her needs and her rights are entirely 
different from and subservient to those 
of the man. It might go hard with 
her if she ventured to think otherwise, 
but there is rarely danger of that 
lhe brewery scene is entirely typical 
of the average German—or, more par- 
ticularly, perhaps, South German— 
family life. A German girl finds a 
husband by virtue of her dowry, or 
savings. ‘The exceptions to the rule 
are hardly appreciable. Married, she 
enters upon a humdrum existence, a 
single year of which would seem cual- 
culated to unbalance the reason of any 
person less unimaginative and domes 
tic in the baldest sense of the term. 
There are probably no happier wo- 
men in the land; which shows how lit- 
tle the German feminine nature, or 
training, exacts. But whatever 
expects in matrimony, she gets one 
thing surely, and that is work Even 
then her position is infinitely prefer- 
able to that of her unmarried sister. 
The German spinster is an object al- 
most if not always piteous Receiv- 
ing consideration from neither man, 
woman nor child, regarded usually as 
a burden and an anomaly by her rela- 
tives, it is hardly to be wondered at 
that she is a spinster rarely by choice.

There are no remunerative 
situations open to women in Germany, 
Bookkeepers, stenographers, milliners 
and dressmakers receive wages which 
are only a degree less pathetic than 
those earned by shopgirls. As a gen- 
eral thing it may be said that no wo- 
men employed in ordinary vocations re- 
ceive wages sufficient for her respec- 
table maintenance and the putting by 
of enough to provide her with a bhus- 
band or reasonable comfort in ad- 
verse days. It is true that there is an 
admirable pension system for wage- 
earr in Germany, and it is also true 
that Germans can, and do, live on an- 
nuities which in any other country 
woull seem ludicrous; but the main 
fact reamins—the wages of women 
show no evidence of intention to pro- 
vide for the cohesion of body and soul. 

It is held by employers, with a cyni- 
cism that deserves a worse name, that 
women wage-earners do not require 
living wages for the reason that they 
are capable of receiving outside aid.

When they live with their families 
they doubtless receive that aid; and 
too often they are driven to invite it, 
whether they live with their families 
or not; but the great mass of honest 
working girls are obliged to practice 
self-denial to an extent which would 
frighten aCanadian girl into disabil- 
ity to perform any work at all. There 
are shopgirls in Munich, for in- 
stance, who live, and have lived for 
years, on wages ranging from $7 to 
$10 a month, paying for their lodgings, 
their food, and their clothing. I? is 
a blessed thing for them that they can 
get furnished rooms for $3 a month, a 
full dinner for 10 cents, and that they 
are satisfied with a cup of coffee in 
the morning and black bread and beer 
in the evening, for that is all they get. 
Beer and black bread have saved thous- 
ands of lives in Germany. 

There is, however, one sttuation that 
a girl may get, the earnings of which 
are more than likely topbe good, view- 
ed from the German standpoint—that 
of waitress in a restaurant or beer 
saloon—the terms are practically syn- 
onymous. ‘The work of a kelinerin is 
not nearly so much like drudgery as 
most other work for women is; her 
earnings depend largely upon her 
personality, she wears good clothes, and 
her opportunity for making male ac- 
quaintances—with marriage as a po- 


tentiality—is of the best. But all 
girls may not become kellnerinnen; 
some, indeed, consider the situation 


not respectable, on’ account of the as- 
sociations and their usual consequenc- 
es. ‘Then they must be pretty, other- 
wise they will earn little or nothing, 
even if they get the place; nobody 
knows better than the wirth howcom- 
ely girls draw custom, and that is all 
he asks of them. 

Most German girls of a certain 
class, then, in looking over the field 
for an agreeable future, nurse the one 
ambition to become a kellnerin. They 
begin at the age of 16 as “water girls” 
—that is as helpers to the real kellner- 
innen, under whose orders they are— 
and occupy themselves in carrying 
beer and the glassesof water which in- 
variably go with coffee in German- 
speaking countries. They work usu- 
ally from 5 o’clock in the morning un- 
til9o'clock atnight forastipend of 75 
cents a week, plus meals, which are 
light enough to be eaten standing. Af- 
ter an apprenticeship, varying from a 
few months to a year or more, accord- 
ing more to their degree of beauty than 
to their proficiency, they blossom into 


real kellnerinnen, get a hanging 
money pouch and become practically 
independent. That is to say, they re- 


ceive no further salary, but keep ac- 
counts of the “house,” justas if they 
were Belling on commission. The com- 
mission consists, in almost all cas- 
es, solely of the tips they receive from 
customers. ‘Their earnings from this 
source vary exceedingly. In an ordi- 
nary cafe, patronized chiefly by Ger- 
mans, a kellnerin will make from 75 
cents to $1 a day only, because the 
German is not a reckless tip-giver, and 
he rarely exceeds 21-2 cents, no mat- 
ter how much service he has exacted. 
He always gives something, however, 
and most Germans consider it mean to 
give less than one cent, although the 
imperial coinage makes it possible for 
him to give one-quarter of that 
amount. In cafes patronized by for- 
eigners, on the contrary, a kellnerin 
will make sometimes as much as $3 a 
day, and an average of $10 or $12 a 
week is not uncommon. It depends 
greatly upon how pretty she is; and a 
wage of $12 a week for a woman means 
in south Germany, that she is almost, 
if not quile, a beauty. For this in- 
come she works exactly seventeen hours 
a day, and sometimes longer. During 
carnival, for instance, there are several 
weeks at a stretch when she has but 
three or four hours a day for sleep 
and rest. The work is probably the 
harc , in a well-patronized cafe, 
ever invented by man The girls are 
on their feet constantly, in an atmos- 
phere reeking with smoke from the 
two-cent cigars which, in Germany are 
considered superfine, and that she 
leaves at 1 o'clock in the morning to 
seck a bedroom in which there is nev- 
er fire from year’s end to year's end. 
One day in eight or ten she has a holi-} 
day at her own expense Moreover, 
unless she be exceedingly quick at fig- 
ures and have a long memory she of-| 
ten finds she has earned nothing, or | 
almost nothing, for the day's work, 
notwithstanding her tips. According 
to the German custom, the patron of 
a cafe does not pay until be leaves it, 
and the amount he owes is the amount 
he says he owes—thore is nothing to 
show for it. As a rule the Germans} 
aré long sitters, and ifaman has re- 
mained in a cafe throughout the af- 
ternoon and é¢vening, has drunk, 
and dined, and amoked, he sometimes 
fogets that he has had so much, ‘Then 
the kellnerin suffers, for unless she 
remembers—which is practically im- 
possible In a large cafe—she must de- 
pend upon his word, although she her- 
self has been duly charged for every- 
thing she has ordered. It must bo 
said in honor of the German, however, 
that he would hardly cheat a kellnor- 
in intentionally; were he to try to do 
so it is incontestable that all the oth- 
er men in the cafe would riso in a 
body, hustle him Into the street, and 
hurt him.

Seen for Ten Miles. 


An interesting and successful test was 
made last week on the train between 
Cincinnati and Chicago, of the newly 
invented electric headlight for locomo- 
tives. he inventor. E. A. Edwards, is 
a Cincinnati electrical engineer. The 
light is 6000 candle power, enabling an 
engineer to see a man a mile ahead of 
his train. The power for the light is 
generated by a motor driven by steam

There is a far too prevalent notion that 
ic needs an overwhelming disaster to 
throw a sound man off his mental bal- 
ance, and that, given health and brains, 
one can afford to be very careless with 
them. Asa matter of actual fact. how- 
ever, a man’s mental health may be upset, 
as can his physical, by an accumulation 
of little things, trifling in themselves, but 
in the ager te sufficient to make him a 
positive danger to society. 

And among these “little things’ are 
habits. It seems really dreadful to reflect 
that there are some two dozen of these 
which, perfectly innocent, will neyerthe- 
less, if adopted, render ono insane, but it 
is so. 

First of all there is the reckoning 
mania, Its effects are far worse than tho 
name implies, though its beginnings are 
of the slightest. 

In the first stage the person is seized 
with o desiro to count something. It 
may even commence with his checking 
the number of paces he is taking or by his 
adding up too many columns of figures. 

Then, as the habit grows, his state gets 
worse and worse. He can do nothing, 
say nothing, think nothing without this 
terrible desire to count coming over him, 
It is impossible for him to follow any 
occupation, and his conversation is con- 
stantly interrupted by his attempting to 
add something up, no matter what, if it 
is only the pieces of furniture in the room. 

Very frequently itis not till the last 
and most acute stage that the patient 
goes to see the doctor. Then, as a rule, 
something very extraordinary happens. 
The patient commences to state his com- 
plaint and then breaks off hurriedly. 
“Excuse me a moment,’’ he says, and 
then when tlre physician notices that tho 
number of buttons on his waistcoat are 
being counted he knows he has a ‘‘reck- 
oner’’ to deal with.

Another habit mania, and one a great 
man contracted—to wit, Dr. Johnson—is 
the tapping mania. With him it took the 
form of tapping every post he passed with 
his walking stick, just as with the great 
Napoleon the reckoning mania caused 
him to count the houses in the streets he 
drove through, two by two. 

Unfortunately, howeyer, we haye not 
all the energy of will and robustness of 
mind of these two Titans, and the result is 
that with ordinary mortals the tapping 
mania is apt to have terrible results. 

The lengths to which it will carry a 
man it is positively awful to contemplate. 
Should it happen that he omits to tap or 
touch the object as he passes by it he will 
return to do so, and he ends by tapping 
every object of that kind that he sees.

ing mad from habit. 

There is a well substantiated case of a 
man who, imbued with the notion that 
18 was an unlucky number, could not 
keep it out of his calculations. Kvyery- 
thing he saw, everything he was engaged 
in, seemed to him to suggest the fatal 
number until at last melancholia of tho 
most pronounced kind rendered him unfit 
to be at large, 

If you have ever visited a lunatic asy- 
lum, you will have found at least ono 
lunatic who persists in walking round and 
round # more or less accurate circle, 
And if you had been able to trace out the 
cause of his insanity you would haye 
found out most probably that he went 
mad originally through his secing some 
circular motion and feeling impelled to 
imitate it. 

It might have even been that a hum- 
ming top caused him to get up and run 
round and round the room or that he 
started to do so when playing with a little 
child. Too much waltzing has cyen been 
known to produce the same mania in a 
mild form, and the habit of running, 
walking or eyen writing in circles, a form 
which has an extraordinary attraction for 
somo people, is Invariably attended with 
disastrous results, 

But quite the most dangerous habit—of 
mind, that is—and one against which 
readers of this articlo should be warned is 
the fear of insanity, which, strangely 
enough, frequently induces it.—HPnglish

BOSTON’S FIGHT.

“Byer sco any duels in my time?" said 
tho old cayalryman in answer to o ques- 
tion. 

‘*Yop, lots and lots of them, if you can 
eall cannonading in the streets at ono 
another a duel. 

“But the most remarkable gun fight I 
ever witnessed was away back in 1874 
down in ‘Vexas, on the Rio Grande. 

“Thoro was a string of military camps

time stretched along the frontier, 60 miles

He wasn’t 
much to see, that paymaster—a little, 
pursy man, with a white helmet and 
green glasses—but we were mighty glad 
to see him, for we Rnew his advent meant 
money, and money meant a spree.

and six inches high, is the work of the 

bird. As a rule, however, the lizard 
is thé excavator. Each builds its nest 
on opposite sides of the chamber, the 
lizard almost invariably choosing the 
left and the petrel the right side. The 
lizard feeds partly on worms and beet- 
les and partly on the remnants of fish- 
es brought to their common table by 
the petrel, both animals being thus 
benefited by the partnership. This is 
probably more than can be said of the 
prairie dog, whose underground home 

_ is frequently sliared by the rattleshake 

- and the burrowing owl. These were at 
one time supposed ‘to form a “happy 
family,” but considerable doubt has 
been cast on the point by the discovery 
of young prairie dogs in the stomach 
of the rattlesnake, which seems to in- 
dicate that commensalism in this par- 
ticular case has been a one-sided af- 
fair so far as the benefits were con- 
cerned. 

It is among marine animals, how- 
ever, that the most striking examples 
of commensalism have been observed. 
‘A feeble fish called the remora owes 
its success in life to the powerful al- 
liances it forms. One of its fins has 
been transformed into a sucker plac- 
ed right on top ofits head, by means of 
which it attaches itself firmly to any 
passing shark, whale or even ship, no 
doubt mistaking the latter for some 
huge sea monster. By these it is 
transported without any exertion on 
its own part over great distances, 
meanwhile picking up such food as 
may come in its way. 

Several small fishes have been found 
also, to habitually lodge in the mouth 
cavity of a Brazilian catfish, sharing 
such food as the latter succeeds in cap- 
turning. The enemies of the smaller 
fishes are so numerous that it is only 
by retreating to places inaccessible to 
their foes that they have a chance of 
survival. A favorite shelter for many 
Small fishes is the round disk of the 
larger sea jellies, the stinging proper- 
ties of which probably cause them to 
be avoided by the other denizens of 
the deep. As many as twenty fishes 
have been counted swimming within 

‘the fringed margin of one of those 
pulsating umbrellas. ‘The sea cucum- 

‘8 are another lowly group of marine 
‘orms which afford shelter to fishes. 

__ Other instances might be given, such 
as that of the little pea crab, found 
in mussels and other bivalve shells, 
which in return for the protection 
given them by the molluskan shell 
gives its host a share of the food it 
captures.

If your hens do not lay, or lay dou- 
ble-yolked or soft-shelled eggs, they 
are too fat, and more wheat and oats, 
and no corn, should bo fed; also re- 
quire them to scratch for all the grain 
they eat. 

A small flock which receives the 
Scraps from the table produces eggs 
when larger flocks are unprofitable. 
The fact is plain that the smaller flock 
receives better feeding. Table scraps 
are not grains, They contain a variety 
not found in the rations of a large 
flock. Bread, meat, potatoes, cooked 
vegetables of several kinds as well as 
the sour milk, and even cake and pie, 
are included, to say nothing of peas 
and beans. This variety not only pro- 
vides the hens with the elements need- 
ed for egg production, but it promotes 
digestion and prevents disease. ‘This 
kind of food would be costly if it were 
not the waste of the table, for it re- 
quires labor to prepare it. But as the 
result of feeding scraps is a produc- 
tion of eggs it is safe to say that if 
the same food, labor and care should 
be bestowed on a thousand hens as a 
smali flock receives the profits would 
be proportionately larger. 


REGARDING TREE CULTURE. 


Every one likes good fruit, and but 
few gardens, however small, are 
thought complete without it. But not- 
withstanding the appreciation for good | 
fruit, it is seldom found perfect in 
smal! gardens or orchards. The fault 
lies in too much dependence on the 
trees, or rather a lack of interest in 
cultural methods. Trees are planted 
out in perhaps the most careful man- 
ner, after which they are expected to 
care for themselves and produce good 
fruit abundantly. ‘The fact is, they 
need continual attention just as much 
as we do. This need not develop into 
a burden if regularly and properly at- 
tended to. 

Now, one of the most important con- 
ditions to ensure thrift is a soil mel- 
low and cool in hot and dry weather, 
| yet how frequently may trees be seen 
growing in sod or together with some | 
crop that does not require cultivation, 
Such trees quickly outlive their use- 
fulness, and their stunted branches 
can only produce under sized and im- 
mature fruit. 4 

Then old trees are expected to live 
on a small allowance of food. It is 
forgotten that the roots of a tree have 
to get their food from nearly the same 
soil year after year, and in the case of 
|sod land, even this food must be | 
; divided. 

To have good fruit, health and vigor 
must be encouraged—not rank growth, 
which might be induced by overfeed- 
ing, for this is opposed to fruit bear- 
ing. 

Por the most moderate-sized or- 


chards or gardens It would be desir- 
able to commence cultivating by plow- 
ing between the rows in late fall; but 
in light soils summer harrowing is 
sufficient. Judgment must be exer- | 
cised as to the extszr of cultivation, 
depending on the condition of the 
| trees. Experience must teach how far 
from the tree trunk the roots extend, 
for care must be taken not to disturb 
them during the summer or feeding 
time. 

Good stable manure may be spread | 
on the surface of the soil after the lat- 
ter is frozen, provided the ground 1s 
comparatively level so the fertilizing 
constituents may not be washed away. 
As the feeding roots are principally on 
the outside, the manure need not bo 
spread at the base of large trees, but | 
in a circle several feet therefrom.

A SUBSTITUTE FOR RUBBER. 


New Process for Oxted ng Vegetable Olls 
Sald to Re Successful. 


A new industry which has just been 
established upon an apparently firm 
basis in England uses for its raw ma- 
terial linseed oil or any of the other 
vegetable oils of similar properties. It 
promises to become of wide importance 
because its product partake of many of 
the qualities of india rubber and gutta 
percha, the supplies of which show a 
constant tendency to fall below the 
growing demands. That oils of this 
sort have inthem qualities of high 
usefulness was discovered ages Ago, 
when they were first used for paints, 
and the new industry takes advantage 
of the same quality of hardening by 
oxidization. 

Linseed oi! has been used for paints 
and varnishes for generations. It is 
well known that when the oil is spread 
out in a thin layer exposed to the air 
is absorbs oxygen and becomes very 
hard. When the oil is left in bulk 
exposed to the air it gradually be- 
becomes “fatty,” as it is called techni- 
cally, or of a gummy consistency. Ex- 
posures of different periods will give 
any grade of hardness between these 
two. Other vegetable oils act in the 
same way, and many attempts have 


| been made to take commercial adyan- 


tage of these qualities. Some, like 
the manufacture of oil-cloths and lino- 
leum, have been very successful. The 
diificulty experienced heretofore in at- 
tempting to use the oxidized oils for 
other purposes has been the fact that 
it was mechanically impossible to ac- 
complish the perfect and graded com- 
bination of the oxygen with the oil, as 
might be needed for the different pur- 
poses. The general method adopted 
was to allow the oil to drip from the 
top to the bottom of a wide, suspend- 
ed sheet of scrim, an open-meshed tex- 
tile fabric, while a current of air was

Mr. Charles Grist of England has 
perfected a system by which it is as- 
serted that this trouble is entirely 
overcome, and a large factory has been 
built where many articles are manu- 
factured from the oils solidified by his 
His method of treating the 
oil is to saturate «u quantity of tow 
with if, and then, in a centrifugal ma- 
chine, throw out every particle of the 
oil excepi that which clings to minute 
globules to the fibre of the tow it- 
self. The bunches of tow are then 
put on grids of metal in a chamber 
where warm air is forced through 
them and in twenty-four hours the oil 
is thoroughly oxidized. ‘The material 
is then ground up, mixed with any 
desired coloring matter and finally 
rolled out into sheets, in which condi- 
tion it resembles india rubber and 
possesses many of the qualities of rub- 
ber, and gutta percha. It is as resili- 


pervious to chemical action, and with- 
stands heat upto 240 deg. Fahrenheit, 
and it can be yuleanized by the same 
process used for rubber and gutta 
percha, It has high electrical insulat- 
ing qualities and can be used for cable 
wire coverings and other forms of elec- 
trical insulators, and it is made into 
wheel tires, which are said to be equal 
to those of rubber. It can be dissolved 
in ethereal spirits of all kinds, and 
from these solutions it can be applied 
as waterproofing coverings for fabrics 
of any sort.

Notes of Proceedings in the Local 
Parliament. 
RAISING THE REVENUE 
Hon Mr. Harcourt’s scheme for the 
raising of the revenues consists of two 
measures, one a bill respecting brew- 


cries, ‘distilleries and liquor ‘licenses, 
the other known broadly as an act 
to supplement the revenues of the 
province. ‘The amount which these 


measures will draw to the Provincial 
Treasury is something like $300,000, a 
hundred thousand from the lquor 
people, the other two hundred thou- 
sand borne by corporations not notor- 
ious for their poverty. 

Wholesale licenses in 1884 stood at 
the respectable figure of $150. They 
were raised $225 and later to $250. 
Tavern licenses in large cities in turn 
were $100, $160 and $250. In towns, 
$80, $100, $150; villages, $60, $80; $120; 
townships, $60, $72, $87. The municip- 
alities may go on increasing license 
fees if they choose. The increases to 
be gathered in under the auspices of 
Richard Harcourt are for the needs of 
the Ontario Government alone. No 
right which the municipalities have 
exercised is tak@n away. 

In cities with a population of over 
150,000 the wholesale license fee shall 
be increased by $200. In cities between 
40,000 and 100,000, there are four of 
them, the increase is $150, and in oth- 
er cities, seven in all, an increase of 
$100. For tavern and shop licenses in 
cities of 150,000 and up the price is 
just $150 higher than before, in cities 
between 40 and 150 thousand $10) ex- 
tra, and in all other cities $100 is 
added to the ociginal sum. Three 
railway saloons are each to pay ad- 
ditional license fees of $150 each. 

All told, Ontario has 67 breweries and 
8 distilleries. Thirty-six of smaller 
concerns are to be exempt, while the 
remaining 89 contribute according to 
the amount of their investment. The 
breweries will pay from $160 to $1,000, 
the distilleries, two small, four me- 
dium, and two very large, from $750 
to $4,000 extra. If Harcourt’s calcula- 
tions are anywhere near the mark the 
total revenue from distillers will be 
$24,000 from brewers, $16,000; from 
other licenses $65,000, a total of §110,- 
000.

TO TEACH AGRICULTURE, 

The Minister of Education moved 
the second reading of his bill to im- 
prove the Schools Act. Speaking on 
the subject of agricultural instruction 


which was provided for in this bill, he 


said that it was the intention of the 
Government in time to drop some oth- 
er subject and make agricultural in- 
struction compulsory. They had been 
trying to prepare (teachers in agricul- 
ture by teaching it in the Normal 
school; they had also secured a text- 
book, which unfortunately proved too 
technical. The new Act was proposed 
as a lever in the direction of wider 
instruction, and to encourage teachers 
to inform themselves. Travelling 
lecturers in agriculture would be ap- 


pointed to cover a group of schools 
and impart scientific knowledge of 
the subject. He hoped that this 


would have the effect of keeping the 
boys at school. At present boys left 
school at 13 or 14. If they could be 
retained a year or two longer they 
would guin in knowledge to a vast 
extent. He wanted to try the experi- 
ment of bringing children to school in 
omnibuses in Algoma and the Island 
of Manitoulin, a scheme which had 
been tried with success in certain 
parts of the United States where the 
distances were long. It was econom- 
ical, since it prevented the multiplica- 
tion of schools where the classes were 
not Inrge enough to warrant it.

According to the law the lab- 
onrer who owns a very modest home, or 
the farmor who owns « small tract of 
land he is struggling to improve, pays 
the lowest rate of taxation. 

The man who owns a little more prop- 
erty than either of these is taxed a de- 
gree higher, and s0 on, until the man 
who is very rich, with his thousands of 
acres, would pay the highest rate in the 
schedule. ‘The Government does its as- 
sessing in its own way, and if anyone is 
dissatisfied and thinks the valuation is 
too high on his particular property, the 
Government stands ready, according to 
law, to buy the land at the assessed 
valuation and pay cash for the same. 

Many large tracts have been bought 

by the Government in this way and 
sold out to small farmers on credit, ata 
very slight advance on the price paid. 
This has operated to greatly develop 
New Zealand’s large trac and added 
very materially to the general wealth of 
the community. 
New Zealand is not alone in these so- 
cial reforms. New South Wales, as al- 
ready mentioned, has undertaken the 
charge of destitute children in order to 
remove them from the evil influences to 
which they would otherwise be subject- 
ed, 'Dhis has been effected by the es- 
tablishment of a State Children’s Relief 
Board, which, since it commenced op- 
erations in April, 1881, with twenty- 
four boys and thirty-five girls, has been 
productive of an incalculable amount of 
good. During the eighteen years of its 
existence the Board has dealt with no 
less than 9,058 childven, who have been 
boarded out from the State institutions 
of the colony, and others partly support- 
ed by public centributions. 


By the act passed at the session of the 
Ontario Legislature a year ago requir- 
ing all logs cut on Crown lands to be 
manufactured within the Province, a 
source of revenue which yielded $300,- 
000 annually was cut off. The act, how- 
ever, was a popular one, supported by 
both political parties, though it was 
well known that this loss of revenue 
would have to be made up in some other 
way. ‘To make up this amount the Goy- 
ernment has introduced bills increasing 
the taxes on liquor by increased license 
fees on brewers and distillers and other 
liquor dealers, and also taxing the great 
corporations. The liquor interest, the 
brewers, the distillers, the wholesale 
deolers, and the saloon-keepers, whom 
the people of the province declared by

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| FEELING OF “BEING STARED AT.” 


| A Psychologist Who Says That It Is 
All Nonsense. 
| ~ There are scores of scientific people in 
the world that seem to find no better fun 
| than demolishing popular notions about 
| things. Here, for instance, is Professor 
| BE, B. Titchener of Cornell university, 
| who discusses in a letter to Science the 
| widespread belief that a person sitting 
| quietly in an audience occasionally be- 
; comes atvare that ho or sho is tho object 
| of scrutiny and on looking about finds 
| that this is true. 

The Cornell expert declares that there 
aro somo facts underneath the supposition, 
but that the facts hayo been misinter- 
preted. That's oniy a polite way of say- 
ing that people are awfully mistaken. In 
the first place, it is pointed out that a 
nervous disposition to turn around in 
one’s seat, glanco over one’s shoulders 
and perhaps fumble tho back hair is a 
common trait of many well bred as well 
as many ill bred folk. In the second 
place, it is argued that in any large and 
well filled auditorium there will always 
be several persons so seated as to be look- 
ing, naturally and not by design, toward 
the spot where any individual may be. 
Consequently if the individual turns 
around and begins to survey the house he 
cannot fail to catch the eye of some one, 
who will thus appeai <o have singled him 
out. The muscles are alwways under more 
or less unconscious strain that calls for 
some sort of motion to secure relief. It 
is this that deludes a person into the belief 
that he ‘‘must’’ turn about in his chair. 
Professor Titchener insists that such com- 
pulsion is no more mysterious than the 
disposition to turn one’s ear so as bettor 
to catch a sound. 

That this Cornell person is a heartless 
wretch as well as a hardened skeptic is 
evident from the cold blooded way in 
which he presents his final plea. He as- 
serts that he has experimented with a lot) 
of people that pretended to be sensitive to 
the gaze of other persons or to be able thus 
to influence other people. And he says 
that he invariably gets ‘‘negative results,”’ 
by which he doubtless means that the 
sensitive folk cannot be persuaded to look 
around at the proper moment and in the 
right direction, and that those who lay 
claim to a special capacity for controlling 
others fail to control ’em. The goblins | 
will catch Professor Titchener some night, 
“if he don’t watch out.’—New York 
Tribune. 


DOLLS FROM SAXONY. 


Makers of the Celebrated “French” 
Ones an Interesting Community. 


In the forests of Saxony, Germany, are 
thousands of thatched huts in which dwell 
the makers of the celebrated “French” 
dolls. Not many years ago a traycler rid- 
ing through these noble forests might 
haye seen drying in the sun before the 
queer houses thousands upon thousands— 
whole acres—of doll heads. That was in 
the day of ‘‘composition’’ heads, but now 
the doll heads are manufactured of bisque 
in the factories of Dresden and other 
cities, whither the peasant dollmakers 
trudge each Saturday with big baskets 
piled full of beautiful new dolls, taking 
back to their pitifully poor homes the 
blank heads, wigs, kids for the bodies, 
hands and feet and other parts to be used 
in the next week's work. 

The father works daily in the forests, 
and all the rest of the family engage 
heartily in the work of dollmaking.

each year to buy his dolls.

Old Sumptuary Laws.

They aimed at keeping each within 
his proper sphere by fixing limits to the 
expenditure of citizens upon apparel and 
other personal concerns. A complete sched- 
ule of the clothing that should be worn in 
eyery class of society was prescribed in the 
act of the third year of Edward IV (1464). 
Apparently an excess in attire sprang up 
that had not been provided for in this act, 
for another one followed in the ensuing 
year, prohibiting the wearing of shoes with 
long, peaked toes. ‘Tho pictures of the peo- 
ple of tho Elizabethan age depict what 
many would consider an artistic taste in 
apparel, but which was looked upon at the 
time as an excess and called for a procla- 
mation (1580) against broad ruifs, long 
cloaks and swords and long spikes on the

A clause, which reads thus, is also 
added :—"Where the receiptsfrom pre- 
miums of a life insurance company 
whose head office is elsewhere than in 
Ontario are less than $20,000, and 
where such company lends money on 
security and has invested in this pro- 
vince $100,000, or more, such company 
shall pay a tax of one per cent, cal- 
‘culated on the gross premiums and 
one-fourth of one per cent, on the in- 
come from investments received by 
such company in respect of the busi- 
ness transacted in the province during 
the preceding yoar.” 

LOAN COMPANIES. 

The Government have seen fit not 
to change the tax on loan companies 
having permanent paid-up capital. The 
alternation is made in connection with 
the companies having withdrawable or 
terminating stock. By the original 
bill there was to be collected $50 from 
capital from $100,000 to $200,000; #75 
from $200,000 to $590,000; $100 from 
$500,000 to $1,000,000; and $50 for 
each additional million. Now every 
Company will be required to fork out 
$65 for every $100,000 capital, except- 
ing the first $100,000. 

Trust companies come within the 
changes, as the amendment provides 
that “every trust company shall pay 
a tax of one-third of one per cent. up- 
on the paid-up capital stock of the 
company up to and including $300,000, 
and the sum of $65 on every additional 
$100,000, or fraction thereof, of paid- 
up capital.” 

By their protests to the Government 
the railways have done much, as the 
tax has been reduced from $15 per mile 
to $5. This tax is to be levied on all 
roads and not alone those roads helped 
by the Government. 

STREET RAILWAY TAX. 

The clause relating to street rail- 
ways has been remodelled. Roads under 
20 miles are to pay $20 per mile; from 
20 to 30 miles, $35; from \30 to 50 miles, 
$45; and from 50 upwards, $60 per 
mile. i ‘ 

The telegraph companies will not 
pay a8 much into the treasury as pro~ 
posed. They were in the bill to con- 
tribute one-quarter of one per cent., 
but now they are only taxed one-tenth 
of one per cent. No change is made in 
telephone companies. 

Every railway or company 
owns a line or part of a line of tele- 
graph operated in the province shall 
pay a tax of one-tenth of one per cent.

This clause is added to the bill;— 
“Every fas company and every elec- 
ric lighting company in any city in 
the province shall pay a tax of one-

United States post- 
cards posted in Canada bearing a Cana- 
da one-cent stamp may be forwarded to 
any address in Canada or the United 
States. A similar concession is made 
in the United States as regards Canada 
postcards, The postal union regula- 
tions now permit engravings and ad- 
vertisements to be printed on-the face 
as well as on the back of postcards ex- 
changed between postal union countries. 
Samples of liquids, oils, glass, etc., are 
_ now admitted to the mails exchanged 
between postal union countries, provid- 
ed they are put up in the manner pre- 
Seribed. Drop letters prepaid one cent 
at an office where there is no letter- 
carrier delivery are only subject to a 
charge of one cent (simple deficiency) if 
redirected to another postoffice. When 
a letter is posted unpaid the postmaster, 
~ if he knows the sender, must communi- 
cate with him and endeavor to obtain 
the necessary postage, but no letter 
which can be forwarded unpaid is to be 
detained for this purpose.

placo upon the grave all belongings of tho 
deceased I haye often looked curlously 
upon tho motley and pitiful objects—rusty 
kottles, woodon dishes, braided baskets, 
| knives, even tho beloyed shotgun, than 
which no Indian can conceive anything 
more to bo desired 

Ono day I suw upon o lonely mountain 
side a gravo above which stood a high polo 
with a riflo nailed to it, and my heart 
warmed toward the ‘barbarians’ who 
had mado that sacrifice to their dead. Go 
to Greenwood—ovor whut tomb can you 
find a» woman's diamond necklace hang 
ing? Upon which tho mortgages hold 
aman? And if these things wero buried 
with thom how long, think you, would 
their valuables remain with tho dead, tho 
powerless dead? 

Near Nulato I saw a grave alono by tho 
river upon the mountain sido over which 
shone—I chooso tho word—a bright red 
blanket. How grateful it would hayo 
been to those left in this world’s cold! 
But tho blanket was his, and he would 
need it upon his long, solitary journey 
What Indian would rob tho dead? Tt is 
notablo that whon anything over is re 
moyed from a grave it is by a whito or at 
his instigation, though he would bo apt 
to suffer if it were known, 

A man who has lived long in Alasku 
told me that even an ‘enlightened’? Indi- 
an would not daro to actually steal from a 
graye, but will sometimes “trade.” In 
such a caso hoe always speaks aloud that 
tho spirit may hear. ‘Tako this rifle; 
this just as good for you.”’ And he will 
lay an old one upon the graye and take 
tho better one.

PRINTERS' ODD TOOLS, 


Some Appliances Which Our Grent 


Grandfathers Used, 


Onco In awhilo one hears o reference to 
the shoopskin Inking balls with which our 
groat-grandfathers In the printing trade 
used to ink thelr forms, Dhis ls about tho 
only old tool of tho trade now in disuse 
with which tho printers of today aro fa- 


milliar, Thoro aro others which were moro 
or loss used at various times that have 
dropped out and been forgotten. A couple 


of these have como to light through an old 
entaloguo that has fallen into the writer's 
hands, Ono was 4 short wooden galley, 
open at ono side and haying clamps below, 
by means of which it might be attached to 
the boxes of tho uppor caso, Thus sup- 
ported if was three or four Inches above 
tho surface of the boxes, leaving room for 
the compositor to reach tho typo without 
disturbing tho galley. This form of galley 
was probably brought into use about the 
timo that printers discovered it to bea 
nuisance to carry tho galley on the cap 
caso, The old plan was to lay the caps and 
small caps in tho four upper rows of the 
cap caso and then to rest the galley across 
the threo lower rows, into which there was 
seldom nece ty for the compositor’s hand 
to travel. While the propped up galley was 
undoubtedly better than the galley laid 
across the cap caso, the plan of placing the 
galley on a disused caso or on a bank ren- 
dered it useless. 

A universal stereotype block was at ono 
fimo in use, being made with grooves that 
ran slantendicularly, or an angle of about 
45 degrees to tho baso and sido of tho 
block Tho block was clamped in the 
grooves and was readily brought to any 
position. Such a block answered very well 
on hand presses, but when steam cylinder 
presses came into use it proyed too unre- 
liable, allowing the pages to slip, and so it 
was discarded 

The sheepsfoot is a tool unknown in 
many modern pressrooms, and in another 
generation we may expect that the shoot- 
ing stick will also havo disappeared Oth- 
er tools, though altered and improved in 
yarlous ways, scem mostly to hold their 
own in spite of the many-additions being 
made to the list.—Printerand Bookmaker.

INFORMATION ABOUT 
SOCIAL LEGISLATION. 


A Laud Where There Are No Unemployed 


SOME ITs 


Where the Hours of Labor Are Short 
and Whore Indigent Old People Are 
Penstoned, 


Now Zealand is dubbed “the country 
of overlogislation,” Uiat is, by those 
within hor borders, whos interests 
are not served by her legislative acts, 
and those outside whose education in 
political economy will not permit them 
to believe that some of the peculiar 
Jaws of this remote land will stand 
the test of every-day practical use, 
writes J. Martin Miller from Christ- 
church, New Zealand. 

Although New Zealand is a British 
colony, she governs herself independ- 
ently of the mother country. This is 
¢ just as true, however, . of the other 

six colonies of Australasia. But in 

the compiling of and tampering with 
the statute book, New Zealand has 
been much more aggressive than any 
of the other colonies, and has been 
right al the fore-front of all coun- 
tries as the pioneer in what is termed 
by many people “experimental legis- 
lation.” 
Hore is a country far from the great 
- markets of the world, but wonderfully 
rich in natural resources; agriculture, 
timber and coal, Precious metals, to 
some extent, are mined with profit. 
In addition to several small islands 


a 


comprises two large islands, separated 
by a channel—Cook's Strait—fourteen 
miles wide at the narrowest point. 
These are called North and South Is- 
lands, the latter being a little the 
larger. The total area is 104,471 
square miles. New Zealand has four 
smart towns, namely Auckland, Wel- 
lington, Dunedin and Christchurch, all 


50,000 each. ‘The distance across the 
Tasman Sea, between New Zealand and 
Australia proper, is 1,200 miles. The 
population of New Zealand, in round 
numbers, is 750,000 whites and 40,000 
aborigines, or Maoris. :

tho friction of profitless competition 
of that kind. I have been personally 
assured by many shopkeepers in all 
parts of the colony that neither their 
nings nor their takings have dim 
inisbed since the system has been in 
augurated, On the othr hand, it has 
been the means of giving to a large 
section of our workers—the shop em 
ployes—more reasonable hours, great- 
er time for per al recreation, larger 
leisure for the acquirement of person- 
al culture; and that very fact, has, 
incidentally, enabled the employes to 
give better results to those who em- 
ploy them. I am glad to say that the 
great majority of shopkeepers now re- 
cognize that the early closing legisla- 
tion has been of material benefit, and 
I feel persuaded that they would not 
care to revert to the former condition 
of things. The provisions of the act 
are strictly enforced, but, in noting 
that, I should add that the general 
recognition of the value of the law 
by the sh@pkeepers is such that inter- 
ference is seldom needed. No real 
hardship has resulted to anybody. ot 
that I am confident. The act is suf- 
ficiently elastic to make provision for 
the needs and peculiarities of differ- 
ent classes of business. Certain ox- 
ceptions are made in the cases of hair- 
dressers, fruiterers, and others con- 
cerned in the wants of travellers, and 
so forth, while hotels do not come un- 
der the act at all, being properly sup- 
ervised under the licensing acts. Of 
course, the weekly half holiday is with 
us compulsory, as is the observance 
of ali public holidays, Where, how- 
ever, a week includes a holiday, the 
granting of the regular half holiday 
is not enforced. 

“We have very strict factory regu- 
lations. Since its enactment the con- 
dition of factory employes has great- 
ly improved, and some of the largest 
factory owners in the colony are fully 
in accord with the principle of the acts. 
Indeed, bona fida factories are help- 
ed, for the old loose system worked 
largely to the benefit of the sweaters, 
who are now rigidly kept under, Of 
course, friction occurs at times, but 


that is inevitable. - 
“Touching now on the question of 
OLD AGE PENSIONS 

have you definitely settled your policy 
in that matter, Mr. Ward?” ‘Yes, de- 
finitely. We have established the 
scheme. It is too elaborate to be sur- 
veyed in detail now; but, briefly, every 
man or woman in New Zealand over 
the age of 65 will henceforward be en- 
titled to a pension, the maximum sum 


in New Zealand. What is to say, the 
unemployed difficulty—the grave pro- 
blem, based on the presence in a com- 
munity of large bodies of able-bodied 
men unable to obtain work—does not 
exist. Such seems to be the plain fac 
{n New Zealand, without the least in- 
dulgence in hyperbole. 

There are two political parties, the 
Liberals and Conservatives. ‘To the 
former the latter attribute all the 
“evils of bad legislation,” but the Lib- 
-erals still keep in power, and the peo- 
we seem to be with them, although the 

eading newspapers of the colony are 
Conservative and ‘withthe rich men,” 
as the Liberals say. 

No corporation or individual can own 
enormous tracts of land or other real 
estate unless he pays the ‘penalty of 
Success.” The railway and telegraph 
lines are owned by the government. 
The graduated land tax has been in 
operation for some time, and the 
friends of the government claims that 
it works admirably. According to 
this law the laborer who owns a very 


small tract of land he is struggling 
to improve, pays the lowest rate of 


more property than either of these is 
taxed a degree higher, and so on, un- 
til the man who is very rich, with his 
thousands of acres, would pay the high- 
est rate in the schedule. The govern- 
ment does its assessing in its own 
way, and if any one is dissatisfied and 
thinks the valuation is too high on 
his particular property, the govern- 
ment stands ready, according to the 
law, to buy the land at the assessed 
valuation and pay cash for the same. |

Experimental 


The report of the Superintendent of 
Experimental Spraying for the Prov- 
ince of Ontario for 1898 has just been re- 
ceived, and contains a good deal of val- 


uable information for the farmer and 
fruit grower as to the means of procur- 
ing sound and saleable fruit. ‘The rav- 


ages of insect pests of late years have 
been the cause of enormous losses to the 
owners of orchards, and the Ontario 
Government have called in the aid of 
science to counteract the evil, and give 
to the farmers practical examples of how 
injury from this cause may be prevent- 
ed. 

Mr. Orr’s report gives many interest- 
ing and convincing details showing the 
entire efficacy of the system, recording 
in detail the results of experimental 
spraying conducted during the past sea- 
son at thirty different points throughout 
the Province, which was mapped out in- 
to three routes, so as to test the system 
under every variety of local conditions, 
and extend a knowledge of its operations 
as widely as possible. The greatest in- 
terest was taken by the people of the lo- 
calities selected, the attendance at the 
spraying numbering 3,538 persons, in 
addition to many subsequent visitors to 
the sprayed orchards, the number being

700 more than that of the year previous, 
and over double the attendance of 1896. 

The plan adopted was to spray when the 
buds were swelling, then just before the 
opening of the blossoms,and lastly when 
the blossoms had fallen—at intervals of 
about twelye days, until the danger of 
scab was passed. The result was a very 
marked improvement in the quality of 
the fruit, showing that the tent cater- 
pillar and other insect pests had been 
vanquished by the treatment. A rigid 
examination of the yield was made, and 
all scabby, wormy or other defective 
fruit rejected, and in many cases from 
90 to 100 per cent of clean sound fruit 
was obtained. The season,owing tothe 
long-continued heat and drouth, was 
unusually favorable to insects, and the 
ravages of the caterpillar and other ver 

min proved extremely destructive in all 
unsprayed orchards, the contrast be- 
tween the healthy condition of the trees 
and fruit subjected to treatment and 
those where the pests had been unmo- 
lested being very apparent. 

To bring the necessity of the spraying 
process home to a larger number of far- 
mers than could avail themselves of the 
opportunity of witnessing the experi- 
ments, an exhibit of sprayed and un- 


Industrial Exhibition, which attracted 
much attention. 

The report, which is a valuable expos- 
ition of the advantages of spraying,may 
be had on application to the Ontario De- 
partment of Agriculture. Spraying ex- 
periments for the current year are now 
being arranged for, and the routes laid 
out. A list of the orchards selected, 
and dates of operations may be had on 
applying to Wm.

An equit- 
able rent for shelter provided has not 
been objected to. Fees for service ren- 
dered, as in weighing or measuring, are 
quite proper. When, however, farmers 
are forced to pay for expensive city 
buildings on the plea that they in com- 
mon with city people at times use a cer- 
tain portion of them, we think the plea 
is very weak. When they are called 
upon to pay for buildings for the privi- 
lege of receiving the winds that blow 
around their corners, the joke is rather 
thin, 

When ruralists want municipal im- 
provements, ruralists pay for them, 
That is the honest way. If the Ontario 
Legislature is determined to tax truck 
farmers on the city markets, it should

By the change 
distillers with $50,000 or less will pay 
a tax of $1,000, which is the same as 
the former bill. Three thousand dol- 
lars will be paid by the distilleries hay- 
ing invested $50,000 to $125,000, Pre- 
viously it was $3,000 from $80,000 to 
$100,000. In the new bill, distilleries 
from $125,000 to $200,000 will contribute 
$4,000. It was formerly $4,000 from 
$100,000 to $150,000. Five thousand 
dollars will be the amount collected of 
distilleries having invested $200,000 to 
$500,000, and from $500,000 upwards 
the tax will be $6,500. Before they 
were to pay $6,500 from $400,000 up- 
wards, and $5,000 from $150,000 to 
$400,000.

In the Drexel Institute, 


In a covered glass caso in the library 
yoom of the Drexel institute in Philadel 
phia are a number of raro literary trons 
ures Inthe north end of the caso, writ 
ton in a small hand, but so firm and leg 
ble as to look almost like copperplate, is 
a manusoript that attracts general atten 
tion It is a page from Edgar Allan Poo's 
weird story of “'Dhe Murders of the Ruo 
Morguv,"’ a story which caused a sensa 
tion when it was first published, half a 
contury or more ago, and which was not, 
as many uninformed readers boljevo, a 
product of Poo's wonderfully active tmag- 
ination, but founded in its main incident 
upon the mysterious murder of Mario 
Roget. the Now York cigarette girl, which 
puzzled the best police talent of the coun 
try and furnished a problem in tho solu 
tion of which Poo’s marvelous faculty of 
deductive analysis evolved the queer story 
that has thrilled and chilled tens of thou. 
sands of readers through the succeeding 
years 

The manuscript of the strangely thrill 
ing tale, “Tho Murders of the Ruo 
Morgue,"' was for many years the prop- 
erty of the late J’ M. Johnston, a well 
known newspaper man of Lancaster, Pa, 
who died about ten years ago. Hoe dis- 
posed of the precious pages of Poo somo 
years previous The manuscript came into 
his possession about the spring of 1842 
At that time he was an apprentice in tho

that the manuscript was snugly stowed 
between the leaves of a large book in the 
library—in fact, it had been neglected so 
long that it was actually forgotten alto- 
gether Determining, after a residence of 
some years in the south, to return to 
Pennsylyania, Dr Johnston made a salo 
of his personal effects, and among a lot of 
books offered at the auction was found 
this much trayeled Poe manuscript. It 
was at once recognized, rescued from ob- 
livyion and forwarded to Mr. Johnston, 
who had continued his residence in Phila- 
delphia until 1847 removing hence to 
Lancaster, where he regained possession of 
the long neglected pages, none the worse 
for their peregrinations 

Mr Johnston started business as a 
daguerreotypist at Lancaster, being the 
first man to permanently establish the oc- 
cupation of ‘picture taking’ in that an- 
cient town ‘Twice his gallery took fire, 
and on one of these visitations of the de- 
stroying element (March 8, 1850) almost 
allof his books. papers. pictures, appa- 
ratus, etc., were consumed but the Poe 
manuscript, folded within the leaves of an 
old music book, escaped the wreck 

About 1857 a grocery store occupying 
the first floor of the building in which the 
photograph rooms were located took fire 
and burned furiously The flames did not 
reach the gallery. but the smoke did, and 
the flremen drenched eyerything with 
water, destroying books, papers and other 
property. but by rare good fortune this 
Poe manuscript again escaped injury be- 
yond a slight discoloration 

When the civil war broke out, Mr. John- 
ston enlisted and led a company of Penn- 
sylvania volunteers through the arduous 
campuigns On his return to the pursuits 
of peace he foand the Poe manuscript safo 
Within the p.ges of the music book where 
Fe had left it 

In 1865 Mr. Johnston became the pro- 
prietor of the Swan hotel, one of the yen- 
erable and historic hostelries of Lancaster, 
Which yeurs ago disappeared before the ad- 
vunce of trade, though the ancient build- 
ing still stands, remodeled to serve the pur- 
pose of a large mercantile establishment, 
Retiring from the hotel in 1869 to don tho 
newspaper ‘harness, in which he passed the 
remaining 20 yearsof his life, the ex-bont- 
face consigned a great quantity of rubbish 
to the ash heap, the old music book, with 
its precious contents again, alas, forgot- 
ten, sharing the fate of a number of other 
supposed worthless articles 

‘The book was seen sticking amid the 
ashes by a neighbor, the late John R 
Watkins, who, thinking it had been inad 
\ (tently overlooked, picked it out of its 
undignified and undeserved bed and placed 
it in the owner’s hands When tho latter 
turned over its leaves, he aguin disclosed 
to his astonished gaze the much neglected 
andlong mislaid manuseript which nearly 
8U years before he had carried away in 
pride from the Philadelphia printing office 

Resolved that theso really valuable and 
historic pages should no longer be exposed 
to the risks of which they had successfully 
survived so many, ho had them bound for 
permanent preservation, to which precau 
tion is probably due the fact that thou- 
sands haye the privilege of boholding the 
actual handwriting of one who has been 
aptly described aw “the buried genius of 
romuince, and that, too, in a musterpiece 
that will ever hold a front rank in tho 
class of Iiterature of which it is a shining 
example. 

Tho late George W. Childs secured tho 
Poo manuscript in 1882, the transfer of 
tho pages being attended by interesting 
correspondence between the great publish 
er and Mr Johnston It became one of 
tho cherished treasures of Mr Childs’ li 
brary and was regarded as a chof d’couvro 
of that splendid collection of works of tho 
kind which now graces tho Droxel Insti 
tute library

Effect of Gunushots Upon a Balloon, 


With regard to the effects of gunshots 
upon a balloon, the following experiments 
were made A shot was fired from a Lebel 
rifle at a balloon at an altitude of 500 fect 
It only penetrated the fabric below the 
equator, and no appreciable result ensued 
After this many shots wero fired, several 
penetrating the balloon and passing out 
near the upper valve After a lapse of six 
hours the balloon descended quietly to the 
ground by reason of the loss of gas through 
the bullet holes But it appeured that, 
whatoyer the number of shots, the loss of 
#08 was neyer suflicient to causo the bal- 
loon to fall rapidly 

On another occasion a shrapnel shell 
was fired from a 7 pounder Armstrong gun 
ata balloon haying an altitude of 1,500 
feet, but this being above the limit of elo- 
vation of tho gun it was impossible to hit 
it In any case, had it been possible to do 
80, tho shell would have penetrated the 
balloon below the equator and passed out 
again so low down as to cause no serious 
loss of gas Indeed a balloon loses but 
little of its lifting power—that is, little of 
its gas—if the holo is made below tho 
equator.—Pall Mull Magazine,

RELIEVING THE HEART. 


In Order to do so It ts Neceasnry to Have a 
Goed Night's Beat. 

The mein use of the coverings at 
night Is to give the body the warmth 
that is lost by reduced circulation of 
the blood. When the body lies down 
it is the intention of nature that it 
should. rest, and that the heart espe- 
cially should be relieved temporarily 
of its regular work. So that organ 
makes ten strokes a minute less than 
when the body is in an upright pos- 
ture. This means 600 strokes in sixty 
minutes. Therefore, in the cight hours 
that a man usually sponds in taking 
his night's rest, the heart is saved neay- 
ly 5,000 strokes. As it pumps six 
ounces of blood with each stroke, it 
lifts 80,000 ounces less of blood in the 
night’s session, than it would during 
the day, when a man is usually in an 
upright position. Now, the body ia de- 
pendent for its warmth on the vigor 
of the circulation, and as the blood 


flows so much more slowly through 
the veins when one is lying down the 
warrath lost in the reduced circulation 
must be supplied by extra coverings.

Blankets should be thoroughly washed 
before they are put away, for to fail 
to do this would be to wvite moths. 
Prepare a hot suds, put a little borax 
in it, and with the aid of a washing 
machine and wringer, the task is soon 
accomplished. The borax softens the 
water, hastens the cleansing process, 
and keeps the blankets soft and fleecy. 
Seap should never be rubbed directly 
upen the blanket but dissolved in the 
water. Blankets should not be wrung 
by hand, but pressed between the rub- 
ber rollers of a wringer, then shaken 
out and pulled into shape before they 
are hung on the line. If a gentle 
breeze is blowing, it will help to re- 
move the wrinkles and dry them quick- 
ly. Every box, trunk or chest in 
which woolen goods are kept should be 
emptied, lined with clean paper and 
powdered borax dusted over the bot- 
tom to keep the moths away. 

Do not neglect to air your closets 
and store rooms frequently, for they 
need it as much as the rooms’ do; pér- 
haps more, for they are apt to have 
a close, musty smell when this is ne- 
glected. An hour at a time will be 
enough, and the clothing will not get 
very dusty in that length of time. 
Furs and heavy woolen cloaks should 
be hung upin the large sacks that ara 
sold for that purpose. ‘These sacks 
are made of very heavy paper, with a 
flap at the top that folds over and 
buttons. They are furnished with 
hooks inside, so the garment can be 
hung up without wrinkling. 


ATTIC RUBBISH. 

A saving of attic rubbish year after 
year is an unwarranted economy. So 
many things are stowed away under 
the supposition that some day such 
articles may be wanted or may be 
utilized in some way. Many an attio 
lot of put-away things would dress 
some child or family of little folks in 
a very respectable manner and would 
be so thankfully received. he better 
economy for the housewife would be 
to place them where immediate good 
may be derived from them, for in 
such places they prove an economy in- 
deed.

All dressmakers baste a great deal 
Beginners are prone to do too little. 
Baste all the seams of a skirt In one 
direction, preferably! from the top 
down. In basting the front gores of 
lining and outside together, baste di- 
ectly down the centre, taking but 
one stitch upon the needle at a time 
The edges of the front gore are then 
basted from top to bottom, following 
a straight line. In basting the back 
and side gores, the line of basting 
should follow, not the grain of the 
cloth,but extend in straight lines from 
top to bottom just as for the front 
fore. The true direction of the basting 
line is determined by holding the gores 
to the figure and noting how the folds 
come—they will always be straight 


down. Tho basting should follow the 
exact folds in which the skirt will fall 
when made up.

the past, difficult to make, and often 
unsightly until entirely covered with 
the vine, which they are intended to 
support, have given place to this con- 
venient, almost invisible support, that 
is quickly arranged and easily bent 
to form new designs in arches, curves 
and artistic effects about the summer 
houses, windows, porches and summer 
balcony arrangements.

If t he screen 
is large a strip of board nailed across 
the bottom, a few inches from the 
ground, would make it more secure. if 
in a windy place a few braces would 
help to strengthen it. = 

If the screen is covered with such 

climbers as need protection during the 
winter do not have the staples driven 
too closely when putting up the trel- 
lis. Then when it is time to cover for 
the winter, throw down a liberal sup- 
ply of leaves, straw, brush or litter, 
draw the staples, and loosely roll trel- 
lis and vine, lay the whole down on 
the litter and cover warmly. Put away 
the staples, and the next spring the 
only work that will be required to 
get the vines in place will be to un- 
roll the trellis and secure to the frame 
again. 

Or, if preferred, a trellisof this sort, 
may be protected with burlap, straw 
or leaves. Begin at the bottom, and 
tack the burlap all the way across-and 
about one foot up on the side pieces, 
putting it on loosely; fill with leaves 
or straw, leaves bring better than any- 
thing else if they can be secured; tack 
the burlap up a few inches further and 


r]/use more leaves, and proceed in like e 


manner until (he top is reached, and 
tack the burlap to the strip of board at 
the top. Protect the other side of the 
trellis in like manner, being sure to 
pack the leaves, straw or whatever pro- 
tecting material may be used, very sol- 
idly on both sides. 

This is more trouble than the form- 
er method, and for my own part I pre- 
fer taking down all climbers that need 
winter protection, and, after spread- 
ing a good bed of straw, leaves or brush 
or some similar material on the gronud 
laying them on it and covering not 
too thickly, leaving the rest to Mother 
Nature, who, in the colder climates, 
where it is most needed, is pretty sure 
to tuck up her nurslings warmly un- 
der a blanket of snow.

‘The Liberal party did everything 
it promised to do, but he hoped the day 
would come when that government 
would make larger promises and keep 
them. ‘he prohibition question had 
been forced to the front as an issue and 
it would stay there. His advice to 
prohibitionists was to keep as clear as 
possible of party entanglements and 
make their fight in the country. Tt 
should not be made a party football, it 
would not be made a means of putting 
one party in or keeping another out, but 
would be fought on its merits. Prohi- 
bition was the largest, most important, 


fore the Canadian people. It stood face 
to face with nineteenth century civiliza- 
tion and demanded an answer as a 
question on which depended vital conse- 
quences to Canadian homes and people. 
‘He for one was looking for a way out 
and when he saw one he would follow’ 
it. He hoped to see a declaration of 
policy by one party or the other.”

Whut is the most bloodthirsty and fero 
cious animal in the world? Not the lion, 
nor the tiger, nor any relatives which aro 
theirs It is the lake lamprey of central 
Now York This animal 
most naturalists recently have denied him 
admission even into the class of fishes 
The most they will grant is that he isa 
fishlike animal ‘The lamprey is the low 
est form of animal life in which the ani 
mal bas a backbon* or, as the naturalists 
would say, is * vertebrate,’ which is found 
in this region ‘The adult life of a lako | 
lamprey is about three years, and he de 
votes that time to killing fish, drinking | 
their blood and eating their flesh He is | 
not only bloodthirsty, but he is lazy To 
save himself the trouble of swimming ho 
will attach himself to the bottom of a boat 
going in the direction he wants to travel 
or to some fish which he does not particu- 
larly fancy, but which will do for trans- 
portation purposes, and hang on until ho 
gets to his destination, meantime lunch 
ing on the transportation fish 

Tho lake lamprey has a mouth bigger 
than his head, and the mouth is armed 
with rows of sharp teeth, pointed like the 
teeth of a tiger Around the disk of its 
mouth the animal has a soft membrane, 
which readily fits tightly over any object 
by suction when the pistonlike tongue is 
drawn back, making a partial vacuum 
Then it saws away with the sharp pointed 
teeth which clothe its tongue and chews 
with the 150 other teeth which stud its 
mouth until it haS’ worn through the thick 
skin or scales of its victim. Thus it drinks 
blood and eats flesh until the fish dies or 
the lamprey decides to change its diet by 
attacking another species of fish. 
Lampreys hunt individually, male and 
female alike killing and maiming right 
and left Besides the dead fish which are

Some idea of how much the British 
people eat may be gathered from the 
amount of butter and oleomargarine im- 
ported last year. Of butter the imports 
wer 909,800 lbs., and of oleomar 
ine 89,987,500 lbs. The butter im- 
ported’ cost the people of Great Britain 
$99,800,855, and the oleomargarine $11,- 
918,870, Denmark furnished nearly 
fifty percent of the butter, and Canada 
only about three per cent.

swimming about cither covered with scars 
or horribly mutilated, so that their death 
is only « question of a short time 

Professor Gage says that the lamprey 
does as much to reduce the stock of food 
fish in Lake Cayuga as the work of all the 
fishermen combined And yet when tho 
cutthroat isn't occupied in crime his ca- 
pacity for innocent enjoyment and his 
pleasures in a domestic life are just as great 
as those of any other animal About the 
middle of April the male lamprey leayes 
the particular victim upon which he has 
been feeding and starts up some stream 
running into the lake toestablish a home. 

Mr. H A. Surface of the department of 
vertebrate zoology of Cornell university, in 
summarizing Professor Gage’s story of the 
life and adyentures of tho lamprey, says: 
“Tt not infrequently occurs that from tho 
natural inclination of the stream or from 
some of man’s obstructions there are rap- 
ids or dams to be surmounted Nothing 
daunted, the lamprey swims up just as far 
as possible by a tremendous effort, grasp- 
ing a stone or other object so that he can- 
not be carried down stream again, rests 
for awhile and by a powerful bending and 
straightening of the serpentine body a 
leap is made in the right direction, and 
what is gained is saved by again fastening 
the mouth to a fixed object. This goes on 
until the obstacle is surmounted, if it is 
not too great ‘Then without delay the 
lamprey pushes up stream until clear wa- 
ter and numerous ripples are found. Just 
aboye some rpple the lamprey begins to 
make ready a secure place for a new gen- 
eration ” 

The male arrives first and begins the 
nest building Ho takes up stones with 
his strong mouth, nicely arranges them as 
a foundation and generally prepares things 
for housekeeping He works hard fora 
few days, and then Mrs. Lamprey arrives 
to help put the new house in order ‘The 
pair labor away until they haye construct- 
ed a basin, or in some cases a ditch, across 
the bed of the stream. ‘Chen the lampreys 
are at home. 

When the eggs are laid, they sink to the 
bottom, and tho lampreys cover them up 
with sand, using their tails as shoyels 
When tho young lampreys are hatched, 
they burrow in the sand like small angle 
worms It is at least two years before 
they are old enough to go down to the 
lake and take up the predatory life of their 
ancestors. Mr, Surface says, *‘It is possi- 
bly from the habits of young lampreys 
that the authors of our First Readers 
justified themselves in thestatement ‘ Hols 
live in the sand. 

Now, while the terrible lake lamprey 
devotes all his life to cating except his 
brief period of housebuilding and domes 
ticity, there is another kind of lamprey 
found in central New York which has 
nover been known to eat ut all This is 
tho brook lamprey, which is never found 
in the lakes, but is common in small 
streams It is supposed that he does all 
his eating before he becoines a real lam 
proy—in the larval period, as the sclen 
tists say—and is never hungry afterward 
As it takes him two or three years to de 
velop into areal lamprey and he lives only 
a4 fow months after he is developed, this 
seoms likely, or it may bo that when he 
grows up and sees the horrible gluttony of 
his lake cousins he is so disgusted that he | 
deliberately starves himself to death 

The lamprey tribe does not scem to be 
able to doanything in asensible and mod 
erate manner Here are two first cousins, 
one of whom starves himself to death and 
the other of whom kills and eats e 
thing he comes across Tho lampre

Iwas not surprised when 
James Hammond, of Fort William, 
took me out to the eruptive” rocks 
around Saw Bill Lake and showed me 
the claims which he had located, and 
where we took samples of quartz across 
a width of 462 feet, in what is now the 
Hammond Reef. These later develop- 
ments are no surprise to me,” 

“L think very favorably of the 
country,’ Mr. Hille went on in his 


you compare North-western Ontario 
with other mining camps.” 

“What other mining camps, for in- 
stance?” askea tne interviewer. 

“Lake Montana, Colorado, Califor- 
nia, Arizona, and compare the work 
done and the results achieved in these 
places with the work done and money 
spent in Ontario. I don’t think 
any of these camps can show so much 
in results for so little money. You 
must remember that. comparatively 
few of the veins in Ontario have as 
yet passed out of prospectors’ and 
speculators’ hands into the bands of 
miners. The rea) mining work is only 
just beginning, and I am satisfied that 
there will be a great and permanent 
gold mining industry in Nortb-western 
Ontario. Scores of paying gold mines, 
you say ? Yes, you can safely say scores 
and you have no idea of the size of 
the country or you would say - hun- 
dreds.” 

“Is there danger of failure with 
depth?” was the next question. 

“No, not the slightest,’’ Mr. Hille an- 
swered. “I have studied the rocks of 
our district for twelve years, and [ can 
safely say that there has been 

NO CASE OF FAILURE 
with depth west of Port Arthur. There 
have been one or two cases of failure 
without depth, but in these cases the 
work was done on gash yeins, which 
should have been condemned without 
a trial.” 

“Is the district at all well prospected 
yet?’ was the next question. 

“Only in parts,” answered Mr. Hille, 
“In fact, I might say that the great 
region north of the C.P. R. tracks, be- 
tween Lake Superior and the Manitoba 
boundary, is scarcely prospected at all. 
Yes, the country north of the C. P. R. 
is geologically one with the country 
south of the track, and I should say 
that it is a promising region for the 
prospector. I have assayed rock 
brought in by Lodians as far as a hun- 
dred miles north of the track. No, I 
cannot say that the mineral area south 
of the C.P.R. is at all well prospected 
yet. I need not say anything about 
the Sultana, the Mikado or the Regina 
These are mines,and in the Seine River 
country, the Olive, the Golden Star and 
the Foley are already well equipped. 
The Foley have at least fifteen or sey- 
enteen parallel veins running in their 
mine. 'Th are all true veins. You say 
they have made a failure so far?

PREHISTORIC MOMMOTH. 


Wonderful Story Sent All the Way From 
Dawson Clty, 

According to the latest mail advices 
from Dawson a murvellous discovery 
has been made on Dominion Creek, 
Klondike—u prehistoric mammoth, 
weighing 80 tons. On the &th of Feb- 
ruary, August Trulson, a Swede, and 
his partner, while working their claims 
on Dominion Creek, carne across the
